Apollo in moon orbit 


SPACE CENTRE, Houston (AP). — 
The Apollo 16 astronauts rocketed 
into lunar orbit yesterday to begin 
ἃ six-day scientific exploration of 
the moon. Crew and equipment were 
ready for man’s fifth landing on the 
moon today. 

John W. Young and Charles Μ. 
Duke, Jr., were set to steer the 
lunar craft Orion to a landing in 
& mountain plateau to conduct, 2 
search for volcanic evidence and 
other moon secrets. 

Young, Duke and Thomas ἘΞ Mat- 
tingly climaxed a three-day, 400,000- 
km. outward journey from earth by 
sweeping behind the moon’s dark- 

le at 10.09 p.m., Israel time lact 
night. Fourteen minutes later, out 
of radio range, the command ship's 
engine fired for six minutes. The 
result was to brake Apollo 16 by 
about 3,300 k.p.h. and put it into 
an elliptical orbit ranging from 
about 110 to 300 hums. above the sur- 
face. 

Problems of flaking 
locked guidance system, plumbing 
troubles, 8 balky dock latch and 
ἃ faulty radio antenna were behind 
them, and their spaceship was 
tuned up and running smoothly. 

The spacemen awoke an hour 
ahead of schedule to ‘begin their 
own countdown forthe engine firing. 

Earlier yesterday, about 30,000 
kms, from their goal, Mattingly used 
& camera equipped with special film 
and filters to take pictures of the 
moon. They were not ordinary tour- 
ist snapshots, but scientific photos 
to obtain information on the lunar 
atmosphere and radiation emitted 
from the surface.

Sadat: U.S. 
gave Israel 
gunboats 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
claimed yesterday that the U.S. has 
recently supplied Israel with “large 
gunboats to protect its Mediter- 
Tanean approaches.” Sadat was 
speaking to members of the 360- 
man parliament in the second part 
of a three-stage meeting with 
Egypt's top-level political Jeader- 
ship. He spoke for three hours. 

The Egyptian President said 
that the recent supply of ‘boats to 
‘Israel was part of an arms assis- 
tance pro; which he said 
the U.S. was “escalating” of late. 

Sadat accused the U.S. of sow- 
Ing discord among the Arab states, 
claiming that the Americans 
‘Jaunched a campaign last October 
to split our ranks.” While adding 
that the campsign reached its peak 
last January, Sadat also said that 
the U.S. was determined to con- 
tinue {ts present course, “pending 
the visit of President Richard Nixon 
to the Soviet Union" next month. 

Sadat's reassertion of the need 
to consolidate national unity with- 
im the country’s sole political or- 
ganization, the Arab Socialist Union, 
indicated that the Egyptian Pre- 
sident was still facing internal 
political ferment against his re- 
gime. 

The Cairo press yesterday con- 
tinued to play up Sadat’s emphasis 
in Monday’s session that the de- 
cision to go to war with Israel 
was final. 

Sadat was also quoted as deny- 
ing that Cairo’s leading commen- 
tator, Mohammed Hasanein Hey- 
kal of “Al-Ahram,” speaks forthe 
regime. “He expresses his own 
views,” Sadat was reported as tell- 
ing the Monday meeting, at which 
questions were asked about Hey- 
kal's recent political articles. 
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the moon and it’s difficult to bore- 
sight on the moon,” Mattingly re- 
ported.

Finally, 
however, they came and bursts of 
light flashed before them several 
times 8 minute even with blindfolds 
on. 

‘Scientists fear the flashes may 
be damaging to astronauts spend- 
ing weeks or months in space, The 
crew members became so involved 
in the experiment they spent two 
hours, 13 minutes observing the 
flashes and fell behind on other 
chores. 

The problems so far experienced 
by the Apollo 16 mission, all of 
which have been solved, !nclude: 

Protective paint covering the 
lunar lander peeled off, causmg 
some early concern. But it turned 
out to be a thin extra layer put 
on in the event the jaunch would 
be delayed. It went on time and the 
additional protection was not need- 
ed 

One of 12 docking latches failed 
to connect, but the spacecraft could 
have locked securely even if only 
three or four of the latches engaged. 

An errant electrical surge con- 
fused 2 spaceship computer and 
caused it to send commands which 
locked the guidance signal, wiping 
out the basic reference needed by 
the spacecraft to locate and steer 
itself in space. Astronaut Matting- 
ly fed instructions to the computer 
which then realigned the inertial 
guidance system platform. 

A radio antenna refused to 
switch on when commanded. When 
the manual control switch was cy- 
cled several times, it clwared the 
confusion in the automatic control 
system and the antenna resumed 
working properly.

SPACE CENTRE, Houston (AP). 
— Space experts talking with 
the ‘Apollo 16 astronauts during 
ἃ delicate experiment on Tues- 
day were shocked when a strange 
man’s voice came booming from 
the communications system, 

“Hello,” said the voice, inking- 
lish with a Spanish accent. 
“Bello, hello, hetlo-o--0." There 
were a couple of words in a for- 
eign language, a deep bass voice 
singing a bar music, something 
that sounded like a sneeze, and 
finally the sound of hammering. 

Then the voices of the astro- 
nauts continued as if nothing had 
happened. 


In a few minutes the mystery 
was solved, at least partially. 
The unknown speaker and singer 
was a telephone repair man 
somewhere in Spain who in some 
way tied into a telephone line 
carrylng the astronauts’ voice to 
Houston,

Widgery — an ex- 
soldier himself — observed: “There 
was no general breakdown in (army) 
discipline, For the most part the sol- 
diers acted as they did because they 
thought their orders required it.

PPARENTLY the government 15 
at a loss over what to do about 
Israel's housing problem. Contradic- 
tory statements are made, and ob 
viously ineffective measures are 
announced, while the actual situa- 
tlon gets werse. That is bad enough. 
But worse still is the inevitable 
conclusion that the government 
does not know what to do about 
inflation, with which the current 
housing issue is closely linked. In- 
stead of looking for the cause of 
the unprecedented building boom, 
attention is focused upon symptoms 
or at best setondary factors. 
Everybody knows that the current 
craze to invest in bricks and mor- 
tars is to a great extent due to 
Speculation — be it in order to 
join the bandwagon of rising prices, 
and to meke capital profits (tax- 
free or tax-preferred for the time 
being), or in order to reduce pro- 
spective costs at a later date. 
Spelling this out is considered ‘bad 
taste, because it would imply thet 
something should be done to check 
the trend. 

The question of a legitimate, 
sound volume of residential con- 
struction that we can afford Is 
deliberately avolded. Contractors, 
realtors, prominent welfare people 
and politicians vie with each other 
in justifying the soaring demand 
for housing. Everybody is concern- 
ed about expanding the supply of 
dwellings at any cost. But since 
some costs must be incurred in 
the process, the people’s purchas- 
ing’ power is swelled, and demand 
for housing further encouraged. 
Property owners are making for- 
tunes, dut the less well-to-do, 
including most of the “newly-weds,” 
find It increasingly difficult to find 
accommodation, because house prices 
are rising more rapidly than in- 
comes. At best, they can hope to 
be included in same public scheme 
for preferential housing, ie. to get 
their share in charity. Which is 
then hailed as ἃ step towards a 
welfare state, 


Unsold flats 


In the three years preceding the 
Six Day War, residential coustruc- 
tlon was running at 38,000 flats 
completed annually, about 110,000 
Tooms. In terms of floor area, the 
peak of housing completed was 
reached in 1965-66 with 3.1m. sq. 
metres. At that time, that was far 
above the actual demand, and the 
big stock of unsold flats was one 
major factor that caused the 
subsequent slowdown, and was not 
liquidated until 1969. The country's 
current housing requirements seem 
to have run then at about 50,000 
rooms — say, 1.6m. sq.m. a year. AS 
late as 1968, the draft economic 
plan worked out by Dr. Y. Arnon 
for the Jerusalem Conference en- 
visaged for 1971 a ‘housing demand, 
including young couples, af 21,000 
flats, Le. about 2m, sq.m. 

It is true that immigration was 
at a low ebb in those years. The 
current influx of immigrants pray 
require another, say, Im. sq.m. of 
housing a year, df the newcomers 
are to de offered standards similar 
to those of the local population. 
Including a margin for gradual 
slum clearance, 8. realistic 
target may therefore be put at

year. However, housing projects 
started in 1971 comprise a floor 
area of 4.8m. sq.m. and housing 
starts envisaged Dy public bodies 
for the current year would greatly 
increase the building volume, More- 
over, instead of reducing the 
housing shortage, this expansion of 
residential construction is accom- 
panied by an aggravation of the 
shortage. 

One has to bear in mind that 
this is not due to any sudden 
change in the nation's dwelling 
density or avallabliity of housing. 
Admittedly, we now havea bigger 
immigration, but that has already 
double the volume of 1968, and were 
been discussed above, Also, the 
housing shortage is not a one-time 
phenomenon. Tt is not that we lack 
& certain number of flats for some 
special demand cropping up, say. 
in 1972. Rather, it is a process that 
has been gathering force for 
years, and js still going strong. 


Growing rate 


In order to achieve that, re- 
sources allotted to housing must 
expand at an appropriate pace. In 
1972, gross investment in housing 
is expected to grow at twice the 
vate of other (Le. productive) dn- 
vestment. Can this trend continue? 
And ought it? Can we afford to 
devote to housing more than one- 
third of our gross investment, as 
we have been doing to date? Can 
we afford to do that at a time when 
economists warn that our present 
investment volume may ‘be too big? 

These questions can be answered 
only in the negative, because in ἃ 
country of timited resources, invest- 
ment in housing — the least pro- 
ductive and the least competitive — 
ought to be given fairly low priority 
grading. But if supply of housing 
cannot be increased, demand for it 
should be checked to.avoid a crisis. 
If demand for flats:soars because 
people's incomes are rising rapidly 
and they have spare money for im- 
proving their living standards, and 
if the resulting buying spree is 
considered legitimate, slum clear- 
ance programmes may have to be 
delayed for a more appropriate time. 
Or, if urgent need is felt to pro- 
vide flats for young couples, per- 
haps programmes aimed at provid- 
ing a “second home in Israel” for 
foreign investors should be sheived. 

ΤῈ mass immigration must be pro- 
vided for, at least one could have 
expected non-residential public bulld- 
ing schemes to be reduced. ‘But con- 
trary to official statements, and 
notwithstanding top-level screening 
and cutting committees, non-housing 
public building starts increased 40 
per cent in 1971. “Second home” 
projects accounted for almost 10 per 
cent of iprivate building carried out 
last year. ‘Welfare, “young couples,” 
“new immigrants,” rural and urban 
“housing improvement" schemes 
have been pushed forward indis-

building plots. The inevitable bottle- 
negks, the steady advance of build- 
ing costs, and of real estate prices 
— the last fanned by the expectancy 
of stiil bigger cost hikes — has 
been deliberately overlooked. 

Instead of speeding up construction 
by making efficient use of available 
buman and material resources, ja- 
bour and equipment have deen 
spread over an excessive number of 
projects, causing decline in efficlen- 
cy and lengthening of the building 
process. A ‘huge overhang of hous- 
ing starts over completions has been 
accumulated — currently estimated 
at about 140,000 rooms, more then 
@ year's housing output, resulting in 
waste of time, upkeep, overheads 
and interest costs, 

However, the policies now discussed 
to remedy this situation are an odd 
tmaixture. No mention 15 made of any- 
thing that could reduce the demand 
for housing. Some of the suggested 
measures have nothing to do with 
the current problem, 6.5. the pro- 
posed simplification of procedures [Ὁ 
for approval of building projects, 
which may or may not be required 
(growing awareness of environment- 
al dangers, of the adverse affects 
of “ribbon-type” urban development, 
ete. should require more, not less, 
planning), but will not, of course, 
add one single fiat. - 


Red herrings 
‘Some are obvious red herrings, 

such as the intended cuts in taxes 
and import tariffs on building ma- 
terials and equipment, because cus- 
toms dutles on 2 large number of 
goods are to be reduced anyway in 
the wake of the last devaluation, 
while high excise and purchase 
taxes on building materials and ac- 
‘tessories have hitherto been fusti- 
fied: as brakes against inflationary 
spending. 
Some are just eyewash, eg. the 
announced introduction of new tech- 
niques and use of precasts, while 
little progress is made even to stan- 
dardize existing building elements, 
and the main obstacle to efficiency 
on construction sitea is the unreliable 
supply of Jabour and materials. The 
intended increase of mortgage in- 
terest rates plainly contradicts the 
intended reduction of building costs. 
Plans to solve the housing crisis 
by import of plasterers, tile-layers 
and iron-beaders — against the His- 
tadrut's opposition — or of ready- 
made flats, can be accepted only as 
signs of despair, And what about 
the suggestion to quench the thirst 
for housing by offering people flats 
still unbuilt or building plots? Hi- 
ther what is needed is accommoda- 
tion — in which case the offer 15 
a deceit, or else the public wants 
a good investment for their spare 
capital, and then the matter has 
nothing to do with housing.

¢ent, and research ig now in pro- 
gress to determine the causes and 
to suggest remedial action, Vice- 
President Eliezer Rafaeli said on 
Sunday. He was speaking at 4 
meeting with Arab headmasters, 
who had come with 450 12th grad- 
ers and their teachers to learn about 
admission and courses of study. 


It appears that explanations for 
the high drop-out rate must be 
sought in the transition difficulties 
from an Arabic-speaking school in 
the sheltered social climate of the 
traditional Arab community and 
the unfamiliar, rather sophisticated 
environment of a modern Hebrew- 
language university. 


Accommodation shortage 


An additional difficulty 15 the 
need for many Arab students to 
travel long distances from their 
villages to Haifa, because of the 
shortage of accommodation in town. 
Arab and Jewish home owners are 
reluctant to rent rooms to Arab 
students. The insufficient university 
dormitories give them about 20 per 
Cent of the space available there, 
well beyond their 8 per cent in the 
5,000-stronz general student body. 
“Our hostels are ‘built from contri- 
butlons which come from Jewish do- 
nors. So far no Arab has made 
any donation for that purpose,” Mr 
Rafaeli pointed out. 


One of the Arab teachers, Dr. 
Sami Geralsy, noted that one of the 
difficulties Arab pupils encountered 
was the frequency of official holi- 
days in elementary aud secondary 
schools witch closed on the official 
holidays of ‘both Isiam and Chris- 
tianity. The total time added up to 
the loss of almost a full year in 
the course of school attendance.

Spy freed by Israel says

the stores of Tel Aviv and Haifa. 
But many thousands of Israelis 
ignored the public festivities and 
took to the roads instead, to spend 
a day at picnic sites, parks or 
beaches. 

In Tel Aviv, more than 300,000 
merrymakers took to the streets 
Tuesday evening and began hitting 
fellow citizens on the head with 
plastic squeak hammers and spray- 
ing them with water pistols. Four 
casualties were reported — all of 
‘them ‘taken to hospital with eye 
injuries sustained during the fire- 
works display at Kikar Malchei Yis+ 
rael. 

Off the coast, the recently acguir- 
ed C-130E Hereules muiti-purpose 
aircraft made Hs debut in the an- 
nual peratroopers show. Eight con- 
tainers, each weighing a ton, were 
dropped from the plane, Each was 
held by six parachutes, and made a 
graceful landing in the calm silvery 
sea, 

The emphasis was on versatility. 
Even Piper Cubs were shown to be 
capable of assisting ground forces 
‘by dropping containers weighing 
25 kgs. But the standard “work 
horses” of the Paratroops seems 
ἘΠῚ to be the Dakota and Nord 
bi-engine planes. 

A group of 30 girl soldiers also 
jumped from a Nord and paratroop- 
ers’ instructors performed free jumps 
from heights ranging from 2,800 to 
9,000 feet, falling with their para- 
chutes closed for from seven to 45 
seconds. 

The Navy provided a prelude to 
the paratroopers’ event by sending 
10 swift missile boats from Haifa 
to Tel Aviv — 84 distance they 
covered in exactly 80 minutes, The 
Cherbourg Vedette-type vessels were 
met off Tel Aviv by five patrol 
boats sailing from the south, while 
the black hull of a submarine emer- 
ged slowly in the background, 


CROWDED STREETS 


‘Elsewhere in Israel's largest city, 
the streets were so crowded that it 
frequently became difficult to make 
one’s way through the throngs. The 
noise level sometimes rose to such 
volumes that ordinary conversation 
became impossible. The greatest 
source of noise was the recorded 
music piped into the streets via 
loudspeakers. Energetic hora cir- 
eles sprang up as “entertainment 
platforms” (stages) were eurtailed 
due to municipal budgetary belt- 
tightening. 

But police remalned unimpressed 
by the crowds, saying they could 
well have dealt with even greater 
murabers of people. Haga {Civil De- 
fence) men, Hiba girls and military 
Police were also on ‘hand, but had 
very little to do, 

Ramat Gan’s National Park was 
crowded with picnickers all day, 
and so were the beaches. For many, 
this was the “opening” swim of the 
forthcoming summer season, 

In Haifa, the celebrations were 
held {2 the mould cast by the late 
Mayor Abba Khoushy, with a lavish 
opening function in Gan Hazikaron 
attended by some 2,000 prominent 
citizens and their families. After a 
solemn end-of-Memorial-Day ceremo- 
my, a message from Mayor Flieman 
was read to the guests, The Mayor, 
well on his way to recovery after 
surgery, was present at the function, 
and left after the reading. 

The programme also included 
symphonic music, song recitals and 
folk dancing by student and in- 
Migrant groups, and by the Inbal 
troupe. It ended with the traditional 
fireworks display, the only part of 
the programme which the uninvited 
public could see,

By remaining’ there, they were 
not actually inside the walled 
city, though the section is an 
extension of the wall itself. Asked 
by a reporter if the few metres 
between the terrace and the 
gate actually made a difference, 
one of the consuls said with 8 
smile that there was a “‘subtle 
difference.” 

Three thousand persons attend- 
ed the reception, the largest num~- 
ber ever.

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hundreds of youngsters from youth 
movements danced horas on King 
George Street to thelr own singing 
er to the accompaniment of smal 
clay-and-goatekin drums. 
Fireworks were set off from the 
toof of Hechal Shlomo twice during 
the evening, and at 10 p.m. many 
of the celebrants began streaming 
to the Valley of the Cross for 
“kumsitzim" (get-togethers). By 
midnight, dozens of campfires could 


‘pe seen on the slopes of the valley 


and in the adjoining Secher Park. 
Yesterday morning, a special en- 
tertaimment programme for new 
immigrants was heki in Indepen- 
dence Park 

Security measures in Jerusalem 
were less conspicuous this Indepen- 
dence Day than on any other since’ 
the wer. Order was maintained by 
400 police. Unlike similar occasions 
in the past, no reinforcement from 
outside was called on, but all police 
personnel in the Capital, including 
clerks, were on duty. 

Jerusalem Police spokesman Av- 
raham Turgeman said’last mght, 
“there was not a single criminal 
incident during the day. The bu- 
slest members of the force were 
policewomen, who returned 40 lost 
children to their families.” 

Independence Day formally began 
as 8,000 invited guests — tourists, 
new immigrants and Israelis — 
crowded round Herz]'s tomb Tues- 
day night for the official opening 
ceremony. After Yickor had been 
read and the natlonal flag raised 
to full mast, Acting Knesset Spea- 
ker Yitzhak Navon opened the In- 
dependence Day celebrations with a 
reminder that even though Memo- 
rial Day was over, “We will con- 
tinue to remember, with pain and 
with love, those who have fallen 
in Israel's battles.” 


MULTIPLE LOSSES 

He told the audience, and thou- 
sands of people who were watching 
the ceremony live on TV, that there 
are 64 families in Israel who have 
lost more than one son in the 
armed forces. And, he added. “We 
will remember too those courageous 
Druse, and the members of other 
minority groups who ‘have fallen in 
the defence of Israel...We will 
also remember the late Knesset 
Speaker, Reuven Barkatt, who was 
taken from us 80 suddenly.” 

The ceremony at Mount Herzl 
started at 6.50 when a platoon of 
Knesset Guards, led by army drum- 
mers, marched Into the plaza, A 
short while later the Acting Knes- 
set Speaker, O/C Central'Command, 
Aluf Rehavam Zeevi; and O/C Je- 
rusalem Brigade, ‘Aluf-Mishne David 
Hagoel, nrarched into the floodiit 
plaza. 

In his opening address Mr. Navon 
said that the past year had been 
one of external quiet but of inter- 
nal movement. The cease-fire, he 
sald, had kept the fronts “almost 
completely” quiet. The plight of the 
country’s large families and its 
young couples, and its strained 
labour relations, wanton death on 
the roads and increasing violence, 
however, had caused internal fer- 
ment — “ferment which calls for 
deep soul-searching and speedy 
remedies.” ᾿ 

‘But most disturbing, he said, were 
arguments that the country's prob- 
lems were due to the wave of new 
immigrants. ‘In a few minutes,” 
be said, “10 youngsters who heve 
recently arrived in Israel will light 
torches in honour of Independence 
‘Day. Youngsters from the West and 
from Russia; from Persia and Ar- 
gentine; from the U.S. and France. 
They are the country’s future pio- 
neers, and these are the country’s 
future generals and workers. It is 
for them, and others like them, 
that we make the maximum effort.” 

After Mr. Navon had completed 
his speech and the Zadikov Child- 
ren's Choir had sung “Blue and 
White” — the song which has te- 
come synonymous with the struggle 
of Soviet Jewry—1i2 children, 10 
new immigrants and two Israelis, 
lit torches which symbolized Is- 
rael'g Twelve Tribes.

New threat ‘to Saigon 
Hanoi units seize 
Cambodian highway 


SAIGON (AP). — Communist com- 
mand forces yesterday selzed an 
80-kms, stretch of the Saigon-Phnom 
Penh highway, over-running seven 
Cambodian villages and towns and 
virtually wiping out a 500-man Cam- 
bodian brigade. 

The collapse of a large part of 
Svay Rieng Province in eastern 
Cambodia opened a clear new route 
for Communist forces to threaten 
Saigon from the west, or to push 
south-eastward into the Mekong 
delta, 

The fallen positions included Prey 
Phau, close to the point where 
Highway 1 crosses the border into 
South Vietnam, 64 kms. west of 


Saigon, and the province capital 
of Svay Rieng, 40 kms. farther 
west. 


The fierceness of the assaults in- 
dicated that the Communist forces 
might be trying to capture the 
entire province in Cambodia's “Par- 
rot's Beak” to set up their own 
government similar: to the objec- 
tives ascribed to North Vietnamese 
forces in South Vietnam. 


Much of the sector had been 
patrolled by Saigon troops until 
March 30, when the North Viet- 
Mamese opened their general offen- 
sive in South Vietnam, forcing the 
pullback of South Vietnamese 
forces. 

At Kompong Trabek, one of the 
captured tuwns 72 kms. from the 
border and 137 kms. from Saigon, 
field reports said only 50 Cambo- 
dian troops escaped a frontal in- 
fantry assault backed by heavy 
shellfre. The rest of the 500-man 
58th Khmer Brigade, including its 
commander, were either killed or 
captured, the reports said. 

Meanwhile, military officials in 
South Vietnam's Central Highlands 
said yesterday that with battlefield 
activity rising sharply in recent 
days, all signs are present for Ha- 
noi’s general offensive to shift there 
in earnest in the next few days. 

The loss of several outposts and 
villages is being assessed by some 
officials as a diversionary move to 
draw off reinforcements and open 
the way to Communist command 
strikes at Dak To district town and 
Kontum provincial capital.

As a by-product of this welcome 
development, an unprecedented in- 
flow of private unilateral transfers 
has helped bolster Israel's foreign 
exchange reserves — so thas we 
have forgotten that only two years 
ago there was a panic bceause the 
country’s dollars were running out.

The number 
of building starts ‘has more than 
doubled in the three years 1968 to 
1971, and prices are on the turn al- 
ready. The Government is study- 
ing (belatedly, perhaps) measures 
to precipitate the change. It may 
decide to cut mortgage loans on 
expensive properties (hopefully for 
poth Israeli and foreign buyers). 
AH this is welcome, provided it 
does not include interference with 
the freedom of Jews to spend their 
money as they choose, and to 
purchase what they want. 

Prof. Bruno thinks people abroad 
buy flats in Israel for speculative 
reasons. It might be so with land— 
and unbuilt land is taxed just for 
that reason. But there is little sense 
in buying or building a dwelling 
with dollars for the sole purpose of 
making a profit on re-sale. First 
of all, the investor is not allowed to 
repatriate his capital for three 
years; and who knows what pro- 
perty prices (or the exchange-rate 
of the [Israeli pound) will be three 
years from now?

Kappler planned to petition Pre- 
sident Giovanni Leone asking to 
be released. They said Kappler 
hopes If such a pardon 15 uot 
granted, he will be freed next 
May under a iaw which allows 
prisoners serving life sentences 
to ask for release after 28 years 
behind bars.

(Centinued from page one) 
sure that Mr. Ceausescu would re- 
port ¢o Mrs. Meir on his recent 
tour of several Arab countries, in- 
eluding Egypt. 

One of Rumania's aims in in- 
viting Mrs. Meir was undoubtedly 
to demonstrate Bucharest's policy 
of maint balanced relations 
with. both sides to the dispute, the 
sources sald. Bucharest may have 
deemed this necessary, following Mr. 
Ceausescu's tour of Arab countries. 
The sources said that Israel’s in- 
terest in the visit was considerable. 
The political vaiue of the Prime 
Minister being invited to a Com- 
munist country was substantial. 


Some observers foresaw the pos- 
sibility that ‘Rumania may attempt 
to put some pressure on Mrs. Meir 
to modify Israel policy. Rumania's 
‘Middle East policy is based on two 
principles: support for the right of 
all states to Uve in peace, and op- 
position to annexation of territory 
acquired by conquest, The iatter is 
interpreted as requiring Israel with- 
drawal from the administered areas. 

The sources confirmed that Ru- 
mania was in a good position to 


‘convey Israel's views fo both the 


Soviet Union and China. But they 
doubted that this was. the chief 
aim in inviting Mrs. Meir, or thet 
the Russians had urged Bucharest 
to do so in order to heer Israel's 
position before the Moscow summit 
late in May. 

The sources doubted that a great 
part of the talks which Mrs. Meir 
ig to hold in Rumania would be 
devoted to bilateral relations between 
the countries, which were described 
as mutually satisfactory. Trade be- 
tween the two countries has more 
than tripled in the’ past four years, 
reaching a total of over $30m. an- 
nually_ 

The composition of Mrs. Meir’s 
party has not yet been set, but it 
is thought likely to include her po- 
Utical adviser, Mr. Simha Dinitz, and 
her personal assistant, Mrs, Lou 
Kaddar.

Rates decision 
put off again

TEL AVIV. — The -decision on 
whether to raise municipal rates 
bas again been Postponed — this 
time for a week — to give the 
Histadrut a chance to reconsider 
the matter, The postponement was 
requested ‘by Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben-Ahsron and 
his deputy, Mr. Yeruham Meshel, at 
a@ meeting here yesterday with Fi- 
nance Minister Pinhas Sapir and 
representatives of the Union of Lo- 
cal Authorities. 


Mr. Sapir supports the local 
authorities’ demands that municipal 
tates be raiged by some IL2.5 to 
IL10 a month per family, it is re- 
Mably reported. The local author- 
ities face a deficit of some 1L70m. 
if no rise is forthcoming. Rates 
have not risen for seven years, 
and the cities claim that — with 
inflation and rising wages — they 
will not be able to make ends 
meet. 

The Histadrut, however, has 
warned that it will declare the gea- 
ersl wage agreement void if local 
rates go up. If no agreement is 
reached on this point with the His- 
tadrut, the ball will be back in 
the Government's court. Mr. Sapir 
will then face the choice of a 
clash with the Histadrut or of cov- 
ering the cities’ deficits with Trea- 
sury funds.

French V.LP.s turn out for 
Independence Day party

PARIS. — More than 2,500 guests 
attended the Independence Day re- 
ception at which Ambassador Asher 
Ben-Natan officially inaugurated Is- 
rael's new embassy in Paris on 
Wednesday evening, 

So many French public figures 
turned up at the newly redecorated 
19th-century mansion in Rue Rabe- 
lais, off the Champs Elysees, that 
the party, which was scheduled to 
last from 6 p.m. untit 8 p.m., con- 
tinued until 10.30, 

The French Government was re- 
presented by Mr. Andre Betten- 
court, Minister for Economic Deve- 
lopment, and Information Minister 
Leo Hamon. The Speaker of the 
Senate, Mr. Alain Poher, and senior 
French Foreign Ministry officials 
were also present. 

Observers noted the presence of 
many French personalities who had 
obviously come in order to display 
their solidarity with Israel during 
the current deterioration of Franco- 
Israeli relations. 

The French Jewish weekly “Tri- 
bune Juive” has reported that, when 
President Georges Pompidou visited 
eastern France last week, the local 
Chief Rabbi, Jerome Cahen, took

Til men sleep in to remind 
Sapir of ‘broken promise’

HAIFA. — The 235 workers of the 
Til car assembly company, now up 
for sale by the official receiver, on 
Wednesday night began a sleep-in, 
to continue indefinitely. They stay- 
ed overnight in the plant yard, in 
sleeping bags, in protest against 
the indecision of the authorities 
over the fate of the enterprise, and 
against what they regard as 3 
broken promise by the Finance 
Minister. 

The demonstraters were joined 
by some of their 150 former collea- 
gues dismissed in recent months 4s 
redundant, 

The works committees explained 
to the press that the workers were 
irritable and bitter after six months 
of uncertainty, and had to he re- 
strained from taking more drastic 
action. They were indignant at the 
failure of Mr. Pinhas Sapir to 
honour his reported promise uf 
November 11 Jast year, to keep the 
plant going, provided 120 out of 
the 330 were dismissed. 


Now that 150 men nave deen 
released, the remaining workers are 
demanding that Til be kept going, 
or else that they be found alterna- 
tive employment. 

The 2i-year-old plant, which in 


its peak prosperity period employed 
1.100 men and exported jeeps, now 
has ἃ labour foree of 235. whe have 
work ieft for only four months. 
Following the bankruptcy of the 
Autocars Company, Til — together 
with the plant at Tirat Carmel and 
the Leyland plant at Ashdad 
has been in recelvership. The plants 


are pew for sale tv the highest 
bidder. 
It is reported that Zim has 2 


plan to convert the plant for the 
manufacture and storaze of con- 
tainers for bulk freight. 

Yesterday the workers said thst 
those of their men whos had already 
been dismissed found job-hunung 
rough and unpleasant when they 
revealed that they had worked for 
Ti. Most of the men had worked 
at Til for long pericda, some over 
20 years, and wouia jase all senio- 
rity rights ff they nad τὸ start at 
another job. 

“We want to react to all this io 
a clvilized manner and to avoid 
vintence; but if things drag on 
much lenger, the men will lose 
their patienee," the works com- 
mitteemen warned, “We have 3 
feeling that the Government, and 
especially the Finance Minister, do 
not understand what ihe closure 
of the plant means to us.”

Consequently the 
market opened very firm yesterday 
with rises all round. But in the 
variables one broker started to 
execute selling orders and thus 
changed the whole atmosphere, so 
that all gains were wiped out and 
the market closed at its lowest. 

The general index of share prices 
fell by 0.49 per cent to stand at 
225.91. The turnover in the opening 
was IL2,688,400 and in the variables 
TL2,288,900. 

Otzar Hashilton Hamekomi B.M. 
announced a 25 per cent stock di- 
vidend, in addition to the usual 12 
per cent cash dividend.

Labour Party chiefs oppose 
separation of State, religion

TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
leadership yesterday came out firm- 
ly against any attempt to separate 
reiigion from state in Ygrael. In so 
doing, it cracked down on any Party 
or Coalitlon Knesset Member seek- 
ing to support the private member's 
bili of LL.P. Knesset Whip Gideon 
Hausner, providing εἰν} marriage 
and divorce for those Jews beyond 

the pale of halacha. 

This emerged at yesterday's Cen- 
tral Committee debate on “State and 
Religion.” No vote was taken, and 
the issue wag referred for debate to 
the Party branches before It returns 
to the Central Committee for a vote. 

The Prime Minister, who was the 
final speaker, sald she Was greatly 
concerned at the inherent threat to 
the unity of Israel aad the Jewish 
People in permitting civil marriage. 
Mrs, Meir said: “I would hold the 
Same yiew even if we enjoyed a-ma- 
joruty in the Knesset.” The Premiet 
urged that, before the Party policy- 
making forum had its say, the issue 
be put to the 200,000 Labour Party 
members in an internal referendum. 
argued at length with 
youth division and young- 

Its spokesmen 
ΕἸ Harish, Adi Amo- 
rai, McK., and Shmuei 'Bahet — urg- 
ed the Party at yesterdzy's meetiog 
to support Mr, Hausner's bill, and 
also advised weighing up the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of 2 
Coalition with the ΝΡ. The Pre- 
mier said: “T am going to use two 
dirty words: Coahtion and Estab- 
lishment. You cannot have it ‘both 
ways, and I would like to see some- 
one negotlate 2 new coalition with 
such a proposal as you raise, You 
dislike Gahal even more than the 
NRP., so our coatitl hinges on 
the four votes of the LLP." 

‘At the same time, Mrs, Meir 
acknowledzed widespread criticism 
of the Rabbinate's lack of huma- 
nity. “It's a tragedy that we can- 
not find great rabbis who have a 
sense of humanity, and the courage 
of their convictions, to introduce 
the changes necessary to let us live 
with established religion.” Deplor- 
ing the bureaucratic treatment of 
would-be converts, and the suffer- 
ing of the mamzerim, she said: 
“T wish there was a rabbi great 
enough to take upon himself the 
sin of enabling these unfortunate 
people to live decently.” 

She disagreed sherply with ex- 
M.K. David Hacohen’'s dismissal of 
the Orthodoxy's threat of a division 
in the Jewish People, if civil mar- 
rlage was aliywec, saying “I am 
afrald of such a split, end ‘all of 
us have ta fear it." Mr, Hacohen 
spoke harshly of “our party sub- 
mitting to a minority which imposes 
its will and interferes in the pri- 
vate lives of ail citizens.” He waxed 


Penn, Maki poet, 
dead at 65 


TEL AVIV. — Poet Alexander Penn 
died here early yeserday after a 
protracted illness. He was 63. 

He was born in northern Russia, 
but studied in Moscow and moved 
in the company of writers there, He 
came to this country in 1951, work- 
ing in citrus groves and construc- 
tion, and writing poetry and prose. 

Penn wrote in “Davar," then went 
over to "Kol Ha‘am,” joining its 
parent body, the Communist Party, 
jn 1935. In 1964 he edited a Rus- 
sian-translation anthology of Heb- 
rew poetry, mostly transiated ‘by 
himself, which was published in Mos- 
cow. Ee founded the first film studio 
in the country (with Natan Axel- 
rod), was on the Habimah theatre's 
repertoire committee for many years. 

The funeral cortege leaves Ichi- 
ἴον Hospital at 1 o'clock today for 
Kiryat Shaul. (itim)

Maki’s 17th convention

TEL AVIV. — The spirit of the 
jate Maki Party chairman, Dr. Mo- 
she Sneh, presided over the opening 
session of the 17th Israel Communist 
Party convention yesterday, over a 
month since Dr. Sneh's death. In 
their opening speeches the Mak) 
Jeadership held that the Rumanian 
invitation te Prime Minister Golda 
Meir justifies the Snehist line that 
the Soviet Union has opted out of 
any active role as a mediator in 
the Arab-Israel conflict by breaking 
its ties with Israel. 

This was the main point in the 
speech of Yair Tsaban, the heir to 
the Party leadership. whom Dr. 
Sneh had appointed shortly before 
his death, as well as of Party Sec- 
retary-General Shmuel Mikunis, who 
made a last-minute switch from the 
‘opposition to ‘the Sneh line, when 
the Sneh loyalists swept the Party 
polis. 


Mr, Tsaban said that the indepen- 
dent policy of Rumania, which has 
maintained ties both with Israel and 
the Arabs, may result “in some very 
tangible achievements." Mr. Mikunis 
expressed the hope that “this un- 
precedented visit of an israeli Prime 
Minister to a Communist country 
will have a positive effect on the 
‘attitudes of other Socialist coun- 
tries to the Middle East dispute.” 


Mr. Tsaban, who followed Dr. Sneh 
out of Mapam into Maki, said that 
Maki aimed at “a left-wing align- 
ment with Mapam. What separates 
us at present is the question of 
whether Israeli policy ought to be 
altered from within the Labour 
Alignment and the Coalition, or in 
a united left-wing Opposition.” 


Mr. Mikunis lauded “the I-D.F.s 
stand against outside aggression.” 
He called for an Israel effort to 
Te-establish ties with the U.S.SR. 
and create ties with China. 


Georgians leave school 
due to teacher’s error

When the pupil told the story to 
his parents a large number of irate 
Georgian families met and decided 
to withdraw their children. 

Mr, Eliyahu Bar-Hama, the Edu- 
cation Ministry’s Northern District 
supervisor, met with the Habad 
people conducting the “private” 
school, and protested to them against 
the removal of the pupils from the 
school,

Rabbi Hacohen 
dies at 65 


‘Rabbi Mordechai Hacohen, Direc- 
tor of Research and Information at 
the Ministry for Religious Affairs, 
dled late Wednesday afternoon after 
a short illness. He was 65. He was 
buried that same evening on the 
Mt. of Olives. 

Born in Jerusalem, Rabbi Hacohen 
wag ordained for the rabbinate by 
Rabbl Yosef Haim Sonnenfeld and 
Chief Rabbi Kook, Though e Jeru- 
salem “yeshiva type" all his life, he 
studied at the Hebrew University for 
a while soon after Its foundation. 
He was the author of hundreds of 
articles and monographs and of 
some two dozen books — on Jew- 
ish law, history and lore and on 
Eretz Yisrael history, and he left 
several manuscripts in various stages 
of preparation for publication. 

He is survived by his wife, Rivka 
{Shor}, three sons — Rabbi Shmuel 
Avidor Hacohen, Rabbi of Kfar 
Shmaryahu and Editor of the “Pa- 
nim el Panim” weekly; Dr, Pinhas 
Peli. ‘Senlor Lecturer at Negev Uni- 
versity, and Rabbi Menahem Ha- 
cohen. Rabbi of the Moshavim Move- 
ment, Director of the Histadrut Re- 
ligious ‘Department and member of 
the Labour Party Central Com- 
mittee — and four daughters.
